A crew of men employed by the 
state fish commission is at work be­ 
tween the city and Winona rescuing 
fish fry from the land locked waters 
in the vicinity. 
The La Crosse crew 
is working to Winona, where they 
will be met by Andrew F. Herald of 
Maiden Rock who has charge of the 
work north of that point. 
The fish 
are held in the sloughs and bayous 
after the water receeds and were it 
not for the efforts of the seiners 
there would be millions of fry which 
would perish. 
Game Warden Kings­ 
ley of this city and various sportmen 
of La Crosse used their influenece to 
induce the state fish commission to 
have work start here and they were 
successful in their efforts. 
Perhaps the most work has been 
accomplished between Winona and 
Red Wing. 
In the little pond opposite Pomp- 
lins place near Red Wing it is esti­ 
mated that 75,000 fish were released. 
Of this number 30,000 were of the 
black bass variety. 
Most of the bass 
were about three Inches long. 
Some 
were of good size. being six inches 
in length. 
Another pond at Sand Point near 
Maiden Rock, was seined early in the 
week, and, according to John Web­ 
ster, assistant state fish commission­ 
er of Wisconsin, who Is making the 
report. 100,000 fish were released 
at that point. 
The men engaged in the work are 
not afraid of getting wet, as they 
take to#the water like ducks. 
They 
do not "wear rubber suits but wade 
through the water with their ordin- 
; ary working clothes. When the draw- 
1 ing of the seine is completed the fish 
are placed in tubs and four men carry 


I them to the main river where they 
are released.The trip from the ponds 
j to the river is made as quickly as 
; possible as there is danger of the fish 


j dying in the small galvanized iron 


j tanks. 
Three seines were made in 
less than an hour and about six 
thousand fish, closely estimated were 
taken out. 
Most of the fish in these 
ponds were of the sunfish and croppy 
variety. 
But very few bass were re­ 
leased. The seiners keep their eyes 
open for dogfish and this variety is 
not thrown back Into the river. 
Speaking of the work which Is 
now being carried on by the Wiscon­ 
sin Fish Commission, Mr. Herald 
said;

The speaker commended the park 
system, and the work which is being 
done by the park commission and 
said that It show’s Intellectual de­ 
velopment 
along 
aesthetical lines. 
“Now that the city has these prime 
essentials,” the speaker said,

im look at the m aterial things.** Mr. 
Esch then drew comparisons between 
the banking facilities of La Crosse 
with those of her four rival cities In 
the state and called attention to the 
excellent railway ^nd shipping fa­ 
cilities of the city, which he claims 
are second to none In the state. He
